The administration's $4,880,000,000 
jobs-for-all bill was passed by the 
house late today after the powerful 
majority had defeated every attempt 
to restrict Dresident Roosevelts au- 
thority under the measure. 

The bill carries the largest lump 
sum appropriation in the world’s his- 
tory. | 
The vote was 328 te 78, an earlier 
republican motion to recommit the 
bill was defeated, 303 to 100. 

Earlier in the day, the president 
in a special message made a personal 
counter attack against moves to 
itemize the relief fund. 

Passage of the bill in virtually the 
same form as drafted by the adminis- 
tration was assured 48 hours ago 
when party leaders yielded to demands 
of rebellious democrats and opened 
mittor sections to amendmetite; —

160 PASSENGERS 
AND CREW SAVED 
AS SHIPS COLLIDE 


S. S. Mohawk, of Ward 


Coast After Collision 
With Norwegian Boat. 


SEA GIRT, N. J., Jan. 24.—()— 
The S. 8S. Mohawk, her 160 passengers 
and crew apparently taken to safety 
in lifeboats following a collision with 
a Brazil-bound freighter a few miles 
off the Sea Girt coast, sank tonight, 
coast guard and radio reports said. 

In zero weather and with a heavy 
wind blowing, the Mohawk collided 
shortly before 9:30 p. m. with the 
S. S. Talisman, a freighter of Nor- 
wegian registry. At 10:40 Mackay 
radio advices said, she sank. 

Within a short time other craft 
in the vicinity hurried to the aid of 
the stricken vessel. The United Fruit 
liner Limon and the S. 8S. Algonquin 
were reported to be standing by, pick- 
ing up passengers and crew from the 
Mohawk. 

Two coast guard cutters were speed- 
ing to the scene. They were on pa- 
trol duty near-by. 

The Mohawk only five hours out of 
New York, bound for Havana and 
Mexico, carried a crew of 107 and 53 
passengers, M. Eckendorff, general 
passenger and traffic manager of the 
Ward line, said. 

She was under charter to the Ward 
— by her owners, the Clyde Mallory 
ine. 

S O §$ calls were sent at 9:30 
p. m. from both the Mohawk and the 
Talisman. The latter later reported 
her bow was damaged, but that she 
was not in need of immediate assist- 
ance and was standing by. 

A few minutes af ter the 8 O 8 
the Mohawk advised the .Limon: 
“Heading for beach with bad list,” 


Twenty minutes later the Limon 
advised Radiomarine: “Mohawk in on 
her side and shipping water fast. Only 
a couple of ts length away and 
will pick up beats as fast as can,”’ 

The cause of the collision was un- 
known. It was a clear night, but a 
stiff northwest wind approaching gale 
proportions was hitting the entire 
Jersey coast line. The weather bu- 
reau reported at 8 o'clock tonight it 
was 10 degrees above zero at Atlantic 
City. 

Officers at the Bayhead coast guard 
station said the Talisman had advised 
shortly before midnight that all those 
aboard the Mohawk had been taken 
off successfully without loss of life. 

The Mohawk apparently was aban- 
doned with the utmost speed. 

A message at 10:24 p. m. from the 
Limon said the Mohawk radio oper- 
ator was leaving his post because of 
the speed with which the boat was 
taking water. . 

Besides the Limon and the Algon- 
quin, also of the Clyde Mallory line, 
the Borinquin, of the Porto Rico line, 
was near the scene of the rescue. 

The Limon was reported by radio 
operators to have picked up two life- 
boats from the Mohawk and the Al-

Hauptmann began his eager alibi for the Lindbergh baby’s mur- 
der from the witness stand today. 

His voice low and guttural, his manner confident, the Ger- 
man carpenter just before adjournment declared he stayed at 
home throughout the entire night in which the state of New 
Jersey, alleged he collected $50,000 in ransom in the shadows 


of St. Raymond’s cemetery. 


Hauptmann’s deliberate story did not reach the point of his 
alibi for the blustery night of March 1, 1932, when he is ac- 
cused of climbing a crude ladder to kidnap and kill Colonel 
Charles A. Lindbergh’s first-born son. 

That alibi says the defense, is that the accused killer was 
in a Bronx bakery, “‘sipping coffee, chatting with his wife,” at 


the very hour of the crime. 


But the alibi was jolted somewhat late today when the baker and his 
wife, testifying between Hauptmann’s two trips to the stand, were no 


sure enough to bolster it. 


Christian Fredericksen, the Danish baker, couldn’t “swear to it” that 


Hauptmann was there,

()-—On petition of the intervening 
employe-affilates of the American 
Federation of Labor, a suit to prevent 
the St. Louis Southwestern Railway 
Company from entering into a work- 


ing agreement with any group other 
than the association of car department 
employes was dismissed today by Fed- 
eral Judge John E. Martineau. 

The association employes filed suit 
contending that the company had con- 
tracted with Federation No. 45 of 
Railway Employes, affiliated with the 
American Federation. of Labor. 

The American Federation of Labor 
intervened, and asked dismissal on 
the ground the court did not. have 
jurisdiction, inasmuch as the dispute 
came within provisions of the railway 
labor act and that disputes ‘arising 
out of it should be referred to the 
labor board. 

Thirty days were given for appeal.

“After discussing the matter thor- 
oughly,” William Green, president of 
the-A. F. of L. and chairman of the 
NRA board, said; “the board decided 
it would prefer no code at all to re- 
newal in its present form. 

“If the industry proposes'a renew- 


al without change we will suggest that: 


the code be dropped. We then will 
go to congress and ask for legislation 
to permit the president to. impose a 
satisfactory code.”

Rosecrans declared there was no 
evidence the court had jurisdiction in 
the case. He pointed out that the 
murdered baby’s body was found in 
Mercer county, and, adding that while 
the legal presumption might be the 
child was fatally stricken in adjacent 
Hunterdon county, no evidence or 
proof had been offered to substantiate 
that presumption. 

“Next there is no evidence of a 
wilful premeditated murder having 
been committed in Hunterdon county,” 
Rosecrans continued. “The body was 
found in Mercer, with presumption the 
blow was struck there. 

“The next is that there is no pre- 
sumption of burglary. The statute 
bears the caption ‘burglary’ but we 
have many other things beside the 
crime of burglary as defined at com- 
mon law. 

“The stealing of the clothes of the 
child has not been shown to. be a com- 
mon law felony.” 

The tall young attorney, holding 
notes before him, spoke in even tones 
as though he and the justice were the 
only persons in the room. He crossed 
his arms, ran his hand through his 
brown hair or looked down at his 
notes in complete concentration on his 
argument. 

“On any consideration of the testi- 
mony of the stdte, I find no evidence 


offered showing the intent to commit. 


a common law felony.” 
Attacks Indictment. 

Rosecrans was attacking the indict- 
ment that the child was killed during 
the course of a felony, a burglary per- 
petrated for the purpose of stealing 
the child “in its clothing.” 

The defense counsel then told the 
court it was his opinion no evidence 
has been presented that a burglary 
was committed, nu evidence of break- 
ing and entering, no evidence of in- 
tention tu commit a burglary. 

“Next,” he went on “the burglary, 
if committed, was committed in Hun- 
terdon county, but death is presumed 
to have occurred in Mercer where the 
body was found. 

“Burglary is a crime of intention. 
That’ intention is in the mind of the 
felon when he enters. 

“In this case, the case is barren otf 
any evidence of flight, of entering and 
robbing. 

“This case is barren of any evidence 
of flight, of any evidence that the.per- 
petrator was apprehended in his 
flight.” 

He paused for a moment, then con- 
tinued on his discussion. 

“Death,” he said, “did not ensue 
from this felony. There is no evi- 
dence. The child might well have been 
taken to New York state and brought 
back dead months later.” 

The defense attorney continued to 
hammer away at the indictment under 
which Hauptmann was accused of 
causing the child’s death during the 
commission of a burglary. 

Indictment might be, he asserted, 
in either Hunterdon or Mercer if 
death ensued from poisoning or a fel- 
onious striking. 

State’s Case Termed Barren. 


‘‘The state’s case is barren,” he de- 
clared “of either cause of death.” 

“Unless the state proves a bur- 
glary,” he went on “they can’t convict 
of murder. I understand the state's 
theory is the murder was the result 
of burglary.” 

“Next there is no proof the defend- 
ant was present at the scene of the 
crime at the time of the crime. The 
evidence of identification is not suf- 
ficient, the handwriting evidence is not 
suffcient, and the possesson of the ran- 
som money is not sufficient.” 

“Of course, in a case of circumstan. 
tial evidence, a jury may draw reason- 
able inference. But I say the state 
has failed to bring the defendant near 
enough to the breaking and entering 
the night of the crime.” 

The state must prove an actual 
presence at that house the night of 
the crime, on its theory that this was 
a one-man job,” he went on. 

Rosecrans said under the state’s 
theory a guilty person in New York 
could not be convicted. 

Jury Attentive.

The repeal of the present limit 
on the charge made by the city 
government for water service, and 
the granting to council of authority 
to fix the rates at any figure, called 
for In a bill introduced in the gen- 
eral assembly by the Fulton dele- 
gation, would be an unwise and 
dangerous step. 


The home owners and_ business | 


concerns of Atlanta are already pay- 
‘ing a water rate materially higher 
‘than in most American cities, and 
above the average for the country. 
The present rate is bringing in an 
annual return that represents 10 
per cent of the city’s investment 
in the waterworks. 

If the waterworks were private- 
ly owned, a rate that would permit 
such a return would not be per- 
mitted. 

Neither should the city govern- 
ment have a right to fix an unnec- 
essarily high rate. To do so, will 
make the rate no longer a charge 
for service, but an additional tax 
‘for revenue purposes. 

The elimination of the present 
limit will create a situation in which 
council will be faced with the con- 
stant temptation to make up deficits 
by raising the price of water and 
thus making an additional levy for 
governmental upkeep on every 
home and every business concern 
in the city. 

The ‘city government is admit- 
tedly in urgent need of increased 
revenues, but these should be 
sought through the development of 
new sources of income, and not 
through a raise in the water rate. 
Unless the latter step is contem- 
plated, there would be no reason 
for the proposal.to authorize coun- 
cil to fix the rate at will.

JOHN BARTON PAYNE 


Few Americans have as ably and 
unselfishly served their fellow citi- 
zens as did John Barton Payne, 
whose death occurred Wednesday 
in George Washington hospital in 
the national capital. 

Under his direction the Ameri- 
can Red Cross has become the 
most efficient organization for the 
relief of the distressed the world 
has known. In every visitation from

“The secretary of the interior is’ seriously concerned over the 
frequency of departmental ‘news leaks’ and has ordered that every 
precaution be taken to prevent the issuance of official information 
through unauthorized channels. . To this end, you are requested to 
co-operate in the publicity procedure indicated herein. 

“The department of interior publicity division, headed by Mr. 
Michael Straus, is the central clearing. point for all information re- 
garding the plans and policies of the department and its subdi- 
visions. Mr. A is assigned to your division to act in a fune- 
tional capacity as the representative of Mr. Straus’ office and is 
held responsible by the secretary and Mr. Straus for whatever is 
published regarding the service. A Similar representative of the 
publicity division has been assigned to each major bureau in the 
department. 

“No information is to be given out regarding the service un- 
less it clears first through Mr. A ee os : 

“All inquiries from newspapermen, magazine writers, etc., 
should be referred to Mr. A so that the information given them 
will not be in conflict with the wishes of the secretary or of the 
director.” ? : . 

The memo is not signed by Mr. Ickes, but by a bureau direc- 
tor, whose name may just as well be omitted. 


CONGRESS _ There is a second memo which will be even more 
interesting to the proposed Dies congressional in- 
vestigating committee. It is dated December 5, 1934, and indi- 
cates that restrictions against the press also have been applied to 
members of congress. It tells its own story also, as follows: 
“Calls are occasionally received from various sources inquiring 
regarding positions, certifications, personnel matters, etc. This is 
especially true with reference to the congress. Well-meaning ap- 
plicants for positions request members of congress to call the in- 
viduals in this bureau who have interviewed them after certifica- 
tion. When calls of this kind are received they should be referred to 
my office and no information of any kind whatsoever, for any rea- 
son, should be given. My office will carefully explain that no 
information can be given regarding personnel matters other than 
by Mr. Burlew’s office. 
“Matters relating to personnel must not, under any circum- 
stances, for any reason, be discussed with members of congress,

CONCLUSIONS These two memos explain the censorship

partmental matters is proof enough that such steps are generally 
ineffective. 

Furthermore, the interior department will argue these moves do 
not seek to effect a censorship, but only to channelize sources of 
information so that incorrect information will not get out.

A good cry worked wonders not oniy 
with Mr. Insull’s jury but with the 
old gentleman, himself, for he looked 
through his tears with a new kindli- 
ness in his eyes and took into his inti- 
mate confidence many Chicago news- 
paper reporters who, in other days, 
found him hard to see and even more 
difficult to love. The only real 
tragedy of the case is not the plight 
of the conventional widows and or- 
phans_ involved but the regrettable 
anonymity of the public _ relations 
counsel who told Mr. Insull to get 
lovable. It was the finest feat of 
endearment since the late Ivy Lee took 
John D. Rockefeller Jr., out to the

Insull’s dramatic 
coach seems to have pro- 
fessional reasons for dis- 
owning his artistic triumph 
but, perhaps, in time it will be pos- 
sible to tell all.

Few people remembered 
that he had once investigated the 
bucket shops in New York so when 
he went to Washington, he was looked 
upon as a man who had put in all 
his time poking around in cheap, 
though famous murders. Before he 
got through, he was explaining some 
financial problems to old Carter Glass 
himself and through it all he was 
neither impressed by the majesty of 
the Morgans nor tempted by the mis- 
chievous possibilities of his own posi- 
tion. He could have lowered his eyes 
and bent a knee in the presence of 
grandeur or he might have gone hay- 
wire and bullied the great powers ap- 
pearing before him after the manner of 
a Huey Long playing to the rabble.

The three senators voting against 
ratification of the ouster were Sena- 
tor John McGehee, of Talbotton; Sen- 
ator L. C. Ragan, of Hawkinsville, 
and Senator Charles Fulghum, of Ab- 
beville.

Reduction of Council.

His action -was taken as Council- 
man Howard C. McCutcheon, chair- 
man of council’s charter revision com- 
mittee. called a meeting for 2 o'clock 
next Tuesday afternoon to consider a 
council reduction move which council 
side-stepped last Monday and _ sent 
back to his committee. 

McCutcheon also said proposed an- 
nexation of Druid Hills and other 
populous sections would be consider- 
ed by his committee, and Mayor Key 
contended that annexation should in- 
clude Buckhead and intervening sec- 
tions as well as extensions in other 
directions to create in “reality the: 
Greater Atlanta we had on paper sev- 
eral years ago.’’ Key flayed duplica- 
tions of government and asserted that 
some action looking toward consolida- 
tion and merger of governments should 
be worked out. He advocated consoli- 
dations of neighboring cities as well 
as induction of unincorporated areas. 

Key’s Views on Bill. 

Key said the legislature should give 
the people the right to vote on 
whether citizens of neighboring cities 
want to become “citizens of Atlanta.’

21,000 ARE MAROONED . t 
OVER TENNESSEE AREA 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jan. 24.—(4)— 
Red Cross and other sources tonight 
estimated that there are 21,000 low- 
landers believed to be homeless or 
trapped by rising overflow in the north 
Mississippi flood area as Governor 
Sennett Conner called upon the Red 
Cross to receive funds for refugees in 
the face of a threatened epidemic of 
influenza in the Coldwater basin. 

Governor Sennett Conner, of Missis- 
sippi, kept a close watch on develop- 
ments as the river carried its crest 
southward to the Tallahatchie basin, 
sending Major T. B. Birdsong, of the 
state national guard, to survey Quit- 
man and Panola counties, where more 
than 2,500 lowlandere are homeless. 

The governor was understood to be 
considering a general appeal for funds 
for the relief of the victims more than 
a call for militia to quiet a few minor 
disturbances yesterday in refugee 
camps where some of the refugees en- 
goed in fights due to temper and 
anxiety. 

_Fourteen persons are known to have 
died since the inception of the flaods 
last Sunday in Tennessee and north 
Mississippi, and Red Cross workers 
expressed fear today there were other 
deaths among farm families trapped 
in their homes and as yet unaccount- 
ed for. The cold weather accounted 
for other fatalities in the south. 

Property damage in Quitman coun- 
ty, Mississippi, alone was estimated 
today by P. M. B. Self, Marks banker 
and wealthy plantation owner, at in 
excess of $1,000,000. Added to this 
figure in the flood costs will be the 
property damage in Panola county 
and in west Tennessee, where a fa- 
ther and son died in the Forked Deer 
overflow near Bells. 

All over the flood sector voices of 
men and women could be heard to- 
night, shouting for help, shooting guns, 
crying and praying as they clung to 
trees and housetops. 

The river was falling at Crenshaw, 
and although a second rise is looked 
for, it is not expected to prove dan- 
gerous because of ‘the wide area—eight 
miles—the river covers. 


ALL GEORGIA REPORTS 
EXTREME COLD WEATHER 


_ Bitte” cold weather engulfed the en- 
tire state of Georgia Thursday, and 
record low temperatures for the win- 
ter were scheduled for early this morn- 
ing. The frigid wave, however, will 
al te today and rising temperatures 
were to be general. 

_ Atlanta was not alone in its suffer- 
ing from the cold. Macon, Columbus 
and Albany- reported low readings of 
22 degrees Thursday morning, while 
the mercury dipped +> 28 degrees in 
Augusta and 31 degrees in Valdoeta. 

Comparatively little damage was 
caused in the state by the sub-freezing 
temperatures. Shrubberv in the vicin- 
ity of Atlanta which had started to 
blossom during the warm weather pre- 
ceding the cold wave was nipped, but 
the setback will be only temporary. 

Some damage was reported to the 
turnip crop in southern Georgia. and 
trees and shrube suffcred from the 
frost, according to re-orts. This, how- 
ever, is an “in-between” season and 
in consequence there is little in the 
way of garden or farm crops to suffer 
damage. 

Georgia emergency relief adminis- 
tration headquarters in Atlanta re- 
ported a greatly increased demand for 
assistance as a result of the prevail- 
ing low temperatures. Calls for ex- 
tra orders of coal were received and 
many families entered pleas for addi- 
tional clothing. : 

While the highest temperatures in 
Atlanta Thursday was only 30 de 
grees, residents of the city did not 
fee] the cold as much as on Wednes- 
day, when a piercing 30-mile an hour 
wind from the northwest made many 
think the thermometer was registering 
at least 10 degrees below zero, 

The mercury will rise steadily in 
no-thern Georgia today and is expect- 
ed to.attain the 40-degree mark by 
mid-afternoon. By Saturday the cold 
wave will be a thing of the past.

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Columbia’ Professor at 
-Athens Says U.S. Should 
‘Use League Pact as 
‘Peace Basis. 


By JULIAN HARRIS. 

- ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 24.—The ne- 
cessity for “neighbor knowledge” 
among nations was the undercurrent 
of two notable addresses made here— 
ne Wednesday and the other today— 
y Dr. James T. Shotwell at the in- 
Vitation of the Institution of Public 
Affairs now in ion at the Uni- 
Yersity of Georgia. 

* Dr. Shotwell, who is a leading mem- 
per of the faculty of Columbia Uni- 
yersity and the author of half a dozen 
authoritative volumes on peace and re- 
lated subjects, has been for 10 years 
a trustee of the Carnegie Endowment 
for International Peace, and director 
of its division of economics and his- 
tory. His obvious fitness as one who 
ean intelligentiy discuss the peace 
movement in all its implications is 
complemented by his ability and spon- 
taniety as a speaker. And the scope 
of his knowledge concerning the in- 
numerable ramifications of his sub- 
ject fascinated andiences which over- 
filled the University chapel on two 
occasions. 

Isolation Out Moded. 


In brief, Dr. Shotwell believes that 
economics plus scientific progress has 
made the nations of this tiny particle 
of the universe neighbors, and there- 
fore isolation has outmoded as a means 
of achieving constantly amicable rela- 
tions. Neither nationalism, which is 
another term for isolation, nor inter- 
nationalism has the blessings of Dr. 
Shotwell as a program for peaceful 
relationships and a geturn of reason- 
able prosperity. 

Efforts at disarmament have been, 
he thinks, both futile and misdirect- 
ed because the measuring rod was 
nsed to create the wrong standard, In- 
stead of using Germany as a point of 
departure for disarmament, the Wash- 
ington naval conference considered 
Great Britain and the United States.

Referring to Mr. Wallace’s pam- 
phlet “America Must Choose,” in which 
the secretary “of agriculture asserts 
that the nation’s business “is at; the 
parting of the ways, Dr.’ Shotwell 


said: 

“Mr. Wallace writes understanding- 
ly. Three paths lie before the nations 
business; two of them lead to disaster 
and the third is difficult to follow. 
They are economic nationalism on 
the one hand, internationalism on the 
other, and a middle course of planned 
economy, strictly limited and closely 
controlled.” 

Dr. Shotwell believes there is only 
one path which leads to safety, and 
that one is closely conditioned and 
confined. Gone are thé days of care- 
less plenty, rugged individualism has 
been displaced. by govetument control, 
foreign trade no longer combines. ad- 
venture with profit,’ home. industries 
have slowed down to the diminishing 
demand of cri markets, and there 
is not enough work to go around. 

The foregoing summary pictures ac- 
curately Dr. Shotwell’s, estimate, of a 
new America. — - : 

“These conditions in combination 
mark the*Keginning of a new age of 
American, histogy, that of the adapta- 
tion of ma tothe machine,” said Dr. 
Shotwell. “The two great periods 
which it’ mastered the mate- 
rial environment of life. First. in agri- 
culture and then in industry. The 
New Era has.to master the still more 
stubborn obstatles of economic mal- 
adjustment.” , 

During the first. age: of American 
history, that of the conquest of the 
continent, the problems of our: coun- 
try’ were .pecniiar to itself. Isolation 
was the first condition: of its history. 
Conditions have vastly changed, and 
now we find the secretary: of: agricul- 
ture warning wus . against. . economic

pire which: lies west ofthe Missis- 
sippi, Mr. Wallace might have been 
expected .to argue for isolation slong 
lines of the traditional policies of the 
middle west. Instead, he warns the 
farmers of.today that because they 
work on a margin of»profit so narrow 
in. the best of times, the loss of the 
world market would make. it: impos- 
sible for many of them to niake a liv- 
ing off their farms.” <= — - 

The second choice before the coun- 
try is “internationalism,” and Dr. 
Shotwell thinks this “need not delay 
us even for criticism, if by it is meant 
a preference for ‘foreign interests over 
those of America. e chief danger 
lies in the exploitation ‘of those busi- 
ness opportunities abroad: which call 
for support by government - policies.” 

Dr. Shotwell believes.that ‘“fortu- 
nately the country is now on its guard 
against this kind of venture.” oe 

The third way out.is that of planned 
economy, not only in:farming but.even 
more in trade,-comimerce and finance. 

Dr. Shotwell . believes that under 
planned economy the projects and ex- 
periments are bound ‘to fail in part, 
but the risks of pioneering must 
taken. -He. asesrted with emphasis 
that the conditions which the« na- 
tion now faces are the result of the 
World: War, to which he refers as “the 
ultimate and.continuing cause” of the 
world’s manifold ills. 

Before choosing one of the three 
roads mentioned, economic . America 
must not forget that.economics do not 
exist Apart from politics, asserted Dr. 
Shotwell. He added: » “The economic 
structure is insecure wherever it can- 
not rest upon solid political founda- 
tions.” | 


Three Courses Open. 
The fundamental problem -in_poli- 


| tics is’ not unlike that ‘in economics, 


said Dr. Shotwell, for it is also the 
question of what are the real interests 
of the United States in the world. to- 
day. He added: “Again, as in the 
field of economies, there are three the- 
oretical possibilities, the same three 
as in economics (1) policies of isola- 
tion, (2) policies of. internationalism, 
(3) political participation in. interna- 
tional plans under strictly limited con- 
ditions.” 

There is no use discussing ifiterna- 
tionalism, Dr Shotwell thinks, and iso- 
lation holds no solution. Then  fol- 
lowed a discussion of ways and means 
of peace. 

“Ever since the world ‘was dis- 
closed in cataclysmic revelation of the 
anarchy of the national state system 
of the nineteenth century,” said Dr. 
Shotwell, ‘‘the chief problem of states- 
manship has been the creation of a 
new world order and the erection of 
institutions capable of embodying it 
in permanent form. 
“Instead of international ‘anarchy 
there should be international co-opera- 
tion: instead of the arbitrament of 
arms, agreement by conference and 
judgment by a court; instead of the 
strategy of war, the strategy of peace. 
Already it can™ be’ said that for more 
than a ‘decade of troubled years of 
international post-war adjustment the 
peace movement, with its Lecarno 
treaties andeKellogg pacts, has held its 
own. Now, however, it is at grips 
with its fate. It is this fact which 
constitutes the supreme crisis in. the 
international world today. 
“The isstie before us is whether 
we shall have to turn back the march 
of progress and accept once more the 
anarchy of the old state system, with 
its acceptance of war as the instru- 
ment of policy. It is the test of hu- 
man capacity to do the things we know 
must yet be done if civilization is to 
be saved from the ruin inherent in a 
return,’to the old system of things.” 

Peace Move Halted. 

The peace movement is retarded, in 
Dr. Shetwell's opinion, by the tendency 
of peate advocates to assert and be- 
lieve uncompromising principles in 
connection with the peace movement 
today as-in connection with the other 
great movements of revolution or re- 
form in the past. 

“As a.matter of fact.” asserted Dr. 
Shotwell, “the peace situation is an 
almost exact parallel to that of the 
history of theology. 

‘The peace forces war amonz 
themselves with an ardor hardly to 
be distinguished from that of their 
attack upon militarism. Pacifists of 
the left wing have refused to accept | 
as allies those more moderately in- 
clined, who -admit ‘the legitimacy of 
national! defense. Others. have reject- 
ed as dangerous delusions the insti- 
tutions which have enshrined the 
hopes of whole nations. When unit- 
ed, these forces vastly outweigh that 
really negligible section of the civi- 
lized world which cherishes war as an 
ideal.” 

Neutrality as a barrier against war 
was analyzed by Dr. Shotwell. He 
stated that in. most people’x minds 
neutrality is a synonym for peace. 
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For a neutral nation is one which

Dr. Shotwell closed his address. to- 
day with a discussion of the rela- 
tions of Japan and.the United States. 
He said two. interpretations had been 
placed on Japan’s denunciation of 
the 5-5-3 treaty. The first is that 
Japan’ regarded the issue as one of 
national prestige, of ‘face.’ 
parent ‘inferiority assigned .jt was re- 
sented as an affront to if position 
as a’ great power.” 

“There > is more. substance. to. this 
than, has been appreciated’ in the 
United States and has been apparent 
to all students of Japanese history and 
institutions,” continued Dr. Short- 
well. “‘Face’ a ‘vital interest’ in 
the orient. . 

“There is no outstanding: subject 
of quarrel’ in the economic or mate- 
rial relations of Japan and the Unit- 
ed States which would justify politi- 
cal animosity or conflict. he only 
issues are those of prestige to which 
I have just referred. And of policies 
with reference to the Asiatic main- 
land. 

“It is not additional ehips ich 
the United States needs to offer to 
Japan, but something which has no 
danger in it for anyone: The United 
States should offer subject to condi- 
tions which [I shall mention later— 
to do undo the injustice of the ex- 
clusion act. This is a gesture of 
friendliness which would not make 
any material change in the actual 
number of Japanese immigrants, be- 
cause if they were on the quota basis 
there would at most be only a few 
score more. It would, however, take 
off a brand of inferiority which Ja- 
pan has sensed in the act, and end 
a feeling of deep resentment against 
the United States.”’ 

More on Foot. 


While Dr. Shotwell did not mention 
it, he must be aware of a movement 
on foot in California among leading 
citizens to petition congress for the 
elimination of Japan from the exclu- 
sion act. It was California’s United 
States Senator Shortridge, who, prod- 
ded by newspapers of the coast pressed 
for the inclusion of Japan in the «- 
clusion act on terms different from 
those applied to the nationals of great- 
er and lesser powers. 

Dr. Shotwell believes that as com- 
pensation for the suggested “gesture,” 
Japan should, first of all, undertake 
to raise the standard of wages and 
conditions in industry so as not to 
engage in what is regarded as “unfair 
competition” by the United States. 


Shotwéll, “through the international 
labor organization at Geneva, of which 
Japan remains a member and which 
the United States joined in 1934. 
“At a single blew there would be an 
elimination of two of the main sources 
of racial and economic irritation. Ne- 
gotiations along these lines would be 
the practical application of the policy 
of the ‘good neighbor.’ 

Status Not Settled. 
“Further, it must be noted that the 
exact status of Manchukuo is not fi- 
nally settled upon by Japan. As for 
the relations of Japan with the whole 
mainland, the ‘open door,’ there is 
obviously room for friendly negotia- 
tions on this point as well.” 

Dr. Shotwell believes that while the 

United States and Great Britain can- 
not surrender their interests or yield 
their place in the orient. they “can 
plan for the future, steadily lessening 
their forces with sign of co-operative 
influences upon the part of Japan and 
every decided gain in the authority 
of the one great people of the orient 
who are schooling themselves for de- 
mocracy.” 
At the night session Thursday, Hon. 
John Dickinson, assistant secretary of 
commerce, Washington, spoke on “The 
Control of Production” and H. G. 
Moulton, director of the Institute 
of Economists. Washington. used as 
his subject “The Economy of Scarcity 
ys. the Economy of Plenty.” 
Known as one of the members of 
the “brain trust,” Dickinson referred 
to that group in opening his address. 
“Crities may express dissatisfac- 
tion with what they are pleased to 
disparage as the experiments of the 
‘brain trust,’” said the assistant secre- 
tary of commerce. “Yet that policy of 
experimentation and the determination 
which lies behind it to bring our eco- 
nomic system into better working or- 
der has made necessary and brought 
about a more inquisitive examination 
into the operation of our economic in- 
stitutions than we have .ever before 
had the persistence or courage to 
make.” ss 

This over simplification in our eco- 
nomic thinking begets naturally 
enough, according to Mr. Dickinson, 
“a tendency“to seize upon over-simpli- 
fied solutions and to demand a rigid-, 
ly logical application of some single 
favored specific like sound money, 
or inflation, or low prices, or high 
prices in a way that is again remi- 
niscent of the old-time physician's con- 
fidence in some favorite remedy such 
as calomel or phlebotomy. 

“The cure-all is to be distrusted,” 
said the speaker. “We need to ac- 
quire flexibility in our attitude to- 
ward the even more complicated prob- 
lems of economic health.” 

Mr. Dickinson then entered a dis- 
cussion of the so-called rigid and 
flexible prices. and revealed that their 
behavior in the matter of relative 
frequency of price changes leads them 
inte whe two well-defined groups men- 
tioned. As an example. He men- 
tioned that many of the “administer- 
ed prices” remain during a depres- 
sion at something near the pre-depres- 
sion level, while production falls off 
to a fraction of its former level, and 
on the other hand the flexible prices 
all to a level which wholly alters 
their previous relation to the admin- 
istered prices, while production re- 
mains ‘at practically its former 
volume. 

Mr. Dickinson closed his talk with 
a generous praise of Dr. Moultan’s 
aid and spirit in accumulating essen- 
tial farts.

Health Insurance Predicted © 
By Doctors at Athens Meet 


ATHENS, Ga., Jan. 24.—()—So- 
cialized medicine or health insurance 
is the outstanding current problem in 
Georgia medicine, some leading physi- 
cians of the state said today at the 
University of Georgia Institute of Pub- 
lic Affairs. 

Dr. Stewart R. Roberts, of Atlanta, 
said health insurance is necessary if 
adequate medical care is to be furnish- 
ed people of low incomes. 


Opposition Helpless. 


“Opposition to compulsory health in- 
surance ultimately will be helpless,” 
he said. “The physician can go on no 
longer bearing the responsibility of 
caring for all who are unable to pay 
for medical service. The burden has 
become too heavy. * 

“The United States is the only lead- 
ing country without health insurance. 
Wherever the question has been intro- 
duced, organized medicine has fought 
it, but the rank and file of individual 
doctors are growing more and more to 
favor it for the low income group.” 


Dr. Charles H. Richardson, of Ma- 
con, said: 

“Those of us who are thinking along 
these lines feel more change is com- 
ing, but we want to plan those changes 
ourselves.” ' 

In many instances, Dr. Richardson 
said, socialized medicine has resulted 
in poorer medical care, for, he said, 
no efficient system yet has been work- 
ed out. 

Dr. J. A. Redfearn, of Albany, said 
physicians generally are not opposed 


to socialized medicine for financial 
reasons. He said, however, that “sal- 
aried medicine with its boards which 
may be politically and machine: con- 
trolled have proven more expensive.” 

Dr. Craig Barrow, of Savannah, 
said the right of corporations to’ pro- 
vide health insuranse for employes, is 
justified. He cited experiences, which 
ie showed such insurance _ bene- 
cial. ; 

Dr. James E. Paullin, of Atlanta, 
said the average practicing physician 
is not interested in public health be- 
causé he “has not been educated to 
public health thinking.” 

He added: “Organized medicine, of 
which public health is an integral part, 
must take the initiative in health mat- 
ters and see that logical health pro- 
grams are put ferward and fulfilled.” 

Disease Affects. Many. 

Dr. Barrow, at a round-table dia- 
cussion of health affairs, said disease 
affecting “more than a majority of 
the population of Georgia” has brought 
about a condition of physical and medi- 
cal deficiency in the state. 

Pleading for an active public health 
program, the Savannah physician said 
the existence of disease has brought 
a ‘thigh ratio of illiteracy, lack of 
progress, a tremendous turn over and 
waste and a lack of appreciation of 
the cultural, industrial and agricul- 
tural needs of Georgia. 

The seriousness of health conditions 
in the state also was emphasized by 
Dr. J. W. Mountain, of Marquette 
University, another speaker.

LIGHTING THE NIGHT. 
V—The Electric Light. 
In the year 1816, there was a no- 


tice in a newspaper at Baltimore, Md., 
telling of “gas light without oil, tal- 
low, wick or smoke.” People were 
asked to visit a museum which was 
in charge of an artist named Peale; 
and they were told that they could see 
a “ring beset with gems of light.”

Peale was not the first American 
to make use of gas light. David Mel- 
ville, of Newport, R. I., had lighted 
a house with the strange “vapor ten 
years before. 

The idea spread to Boston, New 
York and other cities, but it was not 
welcomed everywhere. Philadelphia 
was stubbornly against it, the city 
fathers fearing that gas would cause 
explosions and do other damage. Pbil- 
adelphia was 20 years behind Boston, 
and 18 years behind New York in al- 
lowing the use of gas. 

Near the beginning of the past 
century, before the folk of Balti- 


more were startled by the gas light, 
an English scientist worked on the 


roblem of making an electrie light. 

is name was Humpbry Davy, and he 
made a great battery composed of 
hundreds of cells. With power from 
this battery, he sent a current to a 
point where it “jumped” across an 
open space. The result was a long 
and lasting spark which gave a light 
and was called an “are light.” 

Davy’s light was too costly for gen- 
eral use, but it pointed the way for 
others who worked on the problem of 
electric lights. Soon after the dynamo 
was invented, are lights came into 
wide use for streets and lighthouses. 

The powerful are light was not 
suited for use in homes, however, and 
it remained for a young American in- 
ventor to provide a successful electric 
light by which people could read and 
study. His name was Thomas 
son. After long effort, he brought 
forth an “incandescent” light, that is 
a light which was “glowing 
heat.” : 

The electric current ran through 
a thread of car in Edison's 
lamp. The carbon would ‘have been 
broken by the. heat if it had not 
been sealed inside a glass bulb. 
Practically all the air had been 
pumped out of the bulb. 

More than half a century has 
passed since Edison and his helpers 
made a successful electric light for 
houses, During that period, many 
improvements have been made. ah 
sten filament has proved better 
carbon; and more recently we have 
found advantage in placing nitrogen 
gas inside a bulb. 

e have gone far toward “light- 
ing the night.” and no doubt we 
shall do much more in time to 
come.

Too Much In-Breeding Given as Reason for 
Latter Dogs’ Continued Failure in Field.

Pointers or setters—? 

In the fourteenth century there was in use a spaniel which set or 
stopped game. The huntsmen then netted the entire covey, if it hap- 
pened to be quail. This was most effectiye and prevented the hunting 
of any singles, but it was, of course, not a great deal worse than the 
automatic gun of today in the hands of an expert hunter. 

From these spaniels of the fourteenth century there descended the 
English setter. But about 1830 a north English sportsman began to 
produce a hunting dog which came to bear his name—the Laverack

What turns a pretty fair golfer into a star? 

Many who apparently have fine swings—who hit the ball well— 
never get anywhere—or they get to a certain spot and then stop. 

I put this query up to Leo Diegel, to whom many of the pros go 
in time of trouble, when the old game begins to slip. 

“As a rule,” Leo said, “it is overlooking what you might call certain 
minor fundamentals, which may be major fundamentals. 
Jimmy Thompson, one of our longest hitters, gave 
early promise of being one of our best golfers, and yet he was not moving 
up where he belorged with his power and his swing in general. This 
was due partly to a faulty method in the grip of ‘the thumb and fore- 
This may seem to be a minor point, but it

“Just what was this fault?’ | asked Diegel. 

“If you will notice the right-hand grip of Jones, Armour and others 
you will see that the thumb and forefinger are spread out or extended 
a trifle—giving more freedom and more leverage.

portant points are firm gripping with 
the little-finger of the left hand and 
correct use of the thumb and, fore- 
finger of the right. The fingers must 
have some spread—not be all cramped 
together. It is from the grip that 
you get the start in power and con- 
tro: together. And many a good golf- 
er has no control under pressure 
because his grip is wrong—or at least 
has some flaw. You can’t make the 
average golfer believe the grip is im- 
portant.” | 


Other Points. _ 


“What other points have you in 
mind along this line?’ I asked Diegel. 
_ “I'd like to finish with the hands 
first,” Leo said. “Get the right grip 
—largely a finger grip—and keep 
those two hands firm but flexible. 
Be sure they are active hands and 
that they are: keeping the face of the 
club where it’ belongs. 

“Here’s another point. We have 
a young golfer who should be much 
further along than he is. But he has 
a tendency to keep too much weight 
on the left leg and left foot during 
the backswing. He is afraid of sway- 
ing. The result is that, under pres- 
sure, he is almost certain to keep even 
more weight on the left side, and so 
start hooking. They say he cracks in 
a pinch. It isn’t that. It is merely 
a fact that in a pinch, under pres- 
sure, every fault gets much worse. 
It is always the weak spot that 
breaks under pressure and lets you 
down. 

“That reminds me,” Gene Sarazen 
cut in, “This last summer I was 
watching the swing of a certain young 
golfer that looked to’ be perfect. And 
he — fine golf. Last week 
I noti that the face of the club- 
head was all out of line at the top 
of the backswing. And his game has 
fallen off. We'll have to look him 
over and see what’s happened. Only 
a slight change, maybe, but what a 
difference it can make.” 


And Then Sometimes. 


Here is an angle that the average 
golfer will appreciate. “I was playing 
last winter with Tommy Armour,” a 
leading pro said, “and Tommy was 
scoring from 66 to 69 at Pinehurst 
almost every round. He was turnin 
perfectly. Later on in the spring 
played with him again and he was 
up around 75 or 

“*You’re ont letting your body turn 
as you did two months ago,’ I said 
to him. ‘I know I’m not,’ Armour an- 
swered, ‘but I can’t help it. For the 
last few days I get around just so 
far—and then I lock. I can’t help it. 
But just at this time the freedom isn’t 
there.’ ” 

“What causes this?’ I asked. 

“Probably staleness,” someone said. 
“Either too much teaching or too much 
playing, or too much of both. When 
you 
quicker tendency toward tension or 
tightening up. It is on these days 
that you turn only part way—that you 
hurry your swing—that you look up 
quicker—that you jab your chip shots 
and stab your putts. 


“And I can tell you right now,” 
Sarazen said, “that if you want one 
of the greatest fault makers in golf, 
I can give it to you—too much golf. 
I mean too much consecutive golf, 
day after day. I ought to know, after 
having played a 100,000 miles of golf 
in the last twelve months.” 

“When the average golfer gets stale 
or tired,” Mac Smith said, “he hardly 
turns at all. He just lifts the club 
with his right hand and then calls on 
his body and shoulders to get distance. 
As you get a little older, you have 
the temptation more and more to do 
this, lifting instead of swinging. It 
seems so much easier. It is something 
to be watched at all times. You can’t 
take it for granted. You'll find under 
these conditions that most average 
golfers just stand flat-footed. There 
is no action in the left ankle. The left 
shoulder ducks under instead of com- 
ing around. The left hip hardly moves. 
All this, of course, is a terrible thing 
for both direction and distance. You 
can’t hit the ball straight and you 
ean’t hit it far.” 

“And don’t forget,” Sarazen added, 
“that if you are going to play any 
kind of golf you must have a picture 
in your head or mind of what you 
are trying to do. If you have no such 
picture, then it’s all just a jumble— 
a jig-saw puzzle. This is another fac- 
tor that a lot of fine-looking golfers 
must face—one reason so many stand 
still after a certain point. There is 
the type of course to consider—the 
type of shot to be played—the wind— 
the main places for serious trouble 
—the speed of the greens—these things 
must all be kept in mind through al-- 
most every stroke played in a compe- 
tition. The decision must be definite
